Mr. Rubin Gets By Unscathed 
{Reprinted from an editorial, 
Jewish Post, Oct. 25, 1940) 

That the wrath of the B’nai 
Brith greats did not fall upon 
the unbowed head of David Rub- 
in, of Terre Haute, Gan Eden 
Lodge when he charged last Sun- 
day that the present methced of 
elevation of officers in the State 
Association of B’nai B’rith de- 
feated its own purpose is testi- 
mony to the soundness of his rea- 
soning and the proper psychologi- 
cal timing of his report. 

Mr. Rubin would eliminate the 
rotation of officers which at pres- 
ent automatically assures the 
newly-elected third vice-president 
that he will advance one step each 
year until in three years he will 
have reached the _president’s 
chair. Mr. Rubin pointed out that 
at just the place where the pro- 
cess of determining a man’s fit- 
ness for office should begin, un- 
der the present system that pro- 
cess actually ends. 

In practically every case, the 
man elected for third vice-presi- 
dent is relatively unknown to the 


lodges at large until his election, | 


but at that time he is already 
irrevocably on the road to the 
presidency. If he proves adept 
at his work, or if he proves to 
be entirely incapable of manag- 
in the affairs of the Association, 
in either case he goes on steadily 
towards the presidency. 

The psychological timing of 
Mr. Rubin’s paper derives from 
the fact that there has been a 
growing discontent with the 
present method. As Mr. Rubin 
pointed out, the nominating com- 
mittee which normally has little 
opportunity to become acquainted 
with the fitness of the available 
men for the offices was endowed 
with entirely too much power and 
often was guilty of too much po- 
litical maneuvering. 

The suggestions made by Mr. 
Rubin go to the Board of Di- 
rectors for action. Whether the 
actual method of electing as sug- 
gested by Mr. Rubin should be 
adopted is debatable, but certain- 
ly the change in the system of 
automatic elevation definitely 
should be put into operation as 
soon as possible, without, of 
course, affecting those officers at 
present holding the chairs.

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Palestine Mourns As 


M.M. Ussishkin 
Is Laid to Rest 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
JERUSALEM — All Jewish ac- 


tivity was suspended in Palestine 
when this city witnessed the most 
jmpressive funeral ever held in 
Palestine in modern times, as 
Menahem Mendel Ussishkin, doyen 
of the Zionist movement and presi- 
dent of the Jewish National Fund, 
was laid to rest in Nikanor’s Cove 
in the grounds of the Hebrew Uni- 
yeristy on Mount Scopus. 

“Nikanor’s Cave,” which was un- 
covered ten years ago during ex- 
cavations by Professor Sukenik of 
the Hebrew University, dates from 
the time of the Second Temple and 
looks out on what was formerly 
the temple grounds. Legend has it 
that from this point the Roman 
legions launched their attack on 
Jerusalem. Ussishkin expressed a 
desire to be buried there when he 
died. He planned to convert the 
Cave into a pantheon for Zionist 
leaders. 

Ussishkin continued to play a 
vital part in the aifairs of the 
Yishub until the very hour of his 
death. Following the operation he 
underwent in Rothschild-Hadassah- 
University Hospital about two 
weeks ago his physicians demanded 
that he remain in the hospital to 
convalesce. But when on the first 
day of Rosh Hashanah a rabbi 
came to the hospital and blew the 
Shofar, Ussishkin broke down and 
cried and demanded that he be 
taken home. Two days before Yom 
Kippur the doctors agreed to re- 
lease him and he went home. 

Disregarding his weakened condi- 
tion, Ussishkin closely followed the 
news of the world. Only a few 
hours before his death he conferred 
with Chief Rabbi Herzog in his 
room and discussed latest develop- 
ments in Palestine. Shortly after 
the chief rabbi left he began to 
grow weaker and by the time the 
doctor arrived he was but a few 
short minutes from his death. 





French Bishop Deplores 
Marseilles Bombing

NEW YORK—Text of a letter 


sent by Mgr. Delay, bishop of Mar- 
seilles, to Grand Rabbi Salzer of 
that city, expressing indignation at 
the explosion of a bomb in the 
Marseilles Synagogue, was re- 
leased by Free French circles here, 
who received it after it had been 
smuggled out of France through 
Vichy censorship. The bishop’s let- 
ter reads: 

“My dear Grand Rabbi: I wish 
to express my deep indignation at 
the criminal and cowardly act 
committed last night against the 
synagogue of Marseilles. Our 
Moral sense cries out against such 
#n outrage and all Frenchmen lov- 
ing peace which is so vital in these 
trying times must condemn it and 
hope that it will be properly pun- 
ished.”

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EAR MR. SEGAL: I recall on several] occasions 
reading in your column that you didn*t be- 
lieve it could happen here. With U. S. Senators 
and representatives making public utterances of 
anti-Semitism that sound like things Hitler him- 
self said, what do you think now?—A. T., Les 
Angeles, Claif. 





Well, I look back to the early twenties when 

the Ku Klux Klan was frightening all decent 
people. Klansmen in the legislatures of many 
states, Klansmen sitting as governors, Klansmen 
in the Congress of the United States, Klansmen 
in high party councils. 
Whatever demagogue sought popularity found 
it expedient to run with the Klan; the decent 
men were afraid to think of what this, our 
country, was coming to. 

Multitudes of little men were taking up with 
the Klan. It comforted their shrunken egoes to 
wear masks and be swathed in bed sheets and 
to play at being mysterious and sinister person- 
alities. Their egoes had felt horribly diminished 
in a time when more aggressive men were be- 
coming millionaires over night and bootleggers 
drove Rolls Royces. In sheet and mask they could 
feel like big shots, too. 

Yes, little men could feel mere important, as 
through their masks, their prejudices looked down 
on Jews, Catholics and Negroes. They could feel 
like world-builders; they were going to build a 
new world by eliminating Catholics, Jews and 
Negroes. 

Nor did they have to wait for enlargement; 
they felt their importance at once when, in march- 
ing bands, they called at the homes of Negroes 
to beat them up, or when they burned fiery 
crosses at the doors of Catholic churches. 

I remember how .being a Klansman changed 
everything for the little, depressed dentist in one 
of our suburbs. He was the cyclops or something 
of the suburban Klan. From being a meek man 
he became arrogant, and his few patients re- 
ported there was no getting along with him any 
more. He didn’t even say he was sorry when 
his drill went too deep and hurt them. , 

Unscrupulous politicians and other racketeers 
converted the frustrations of little men into casn 
and other valuable. So powerful the Ku Klux 
Klan became thai in 1924 the Democratic National 
convention debated through a whole week whether 
to denounce the Klan even mildly by name. 

Yet the time was to come when being a Klans- 
man became as disgraceful as beating one’s wife 
and to be a Klan politician was as disqualifying 
for office as to be a man with a convict’s record. 

The essential decency of the American tradition 
finally took care of the Klan. Its persecution of 
racial and religious minorities was not to be toler- 
ated in a land whose most treasured possession is 
the Bill of Rights. 

Little Klansmen fled, rat-like, from the klav- 
erns; the big ones were left bankrupt. Some of 
them went to jail. 

e = 

What we see today is the Klan technique spe- 

cializing on Jews. If Jews hadn’t been so con- 
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veniently at hand for use, the politicians would 
have taken up Catholics, or any other group 
against which it is easy to gather a hateful mob. 

Jews were the timely victims, since it was seen 
how far Hitler himself had gone in the world 
by anti-Semitism. Hitler practically had all of 
Europe, though he had little but anti-Semitism 
to go on to start with. Anti-Semitism looked to 
some American politicians like something worth 
trying here. 

Besides, the “Jewish vote” scattered, as it is, 
far and wide, was negligible except in one or two 
large centers of populations. A politician could 
safely attack Jews without risking his office and 
salary. (If Jews really were as powerful as anti- 
Semites pretend they are, politicians would be 
afraid of them as politicians were of the Ku 
Klux Klan back in 1924, Politicians are brave only 
against groups that are small and without the 
power of a large vote.) 

Yes, everywhere people could be found who 
didn’t like Jews, everywhere there were people 
whose small egoes could be flattered by a preju- 
dice that looked down on another group. With 
these, a politician could get a good start in 
whatever direction his ambition thought of going. 

Through eight years Hitler himself had made 
them ready for American demagogues. In all 
the large cities, guttersnipes had been heard say- 
ing, “Yes, Hitler’s got the right idea about them 
Jews.” They were made to order for demagogues. 

The difference between the current political 
anti-Semitism and the Ku Klux Klan’s political 
persecution of Catholics, Jews and Negroes is 
that today’s crime against the welfare of America 
is much more heinous. The crime of the Klan 
was all within the American household; today’s 
crime of demagoguery sews hate and suspicion 
among Americans in a moment of gravest crisis, 
in the presence of external enemies. 

Se & 

All this might cause one to despair of democ- 
racy if one didn’t remember that democracy be- 
fore this has survived the racketeering of dema- 
gogues. The great merit of democracy is that it 
operates in a wide open area of free speech and 
free press; in the bright light of publicity mag- 
gots can not fester long. 

In this light people come at last to discern 
frauds, as they did in the twenties when the 
Ku Klux Klan, having risen to a high peak of 
power, perished under the withering lash of public 
contumely. The essential health of democracy 
itself cures the noisome rashes that occasionally 
break out on its body. . 

I believe that in the light of free speech and 
free press the foul fraud of anti-Semitism will 
be exposed and the characters of demagogues 
who use anti-Semitism for their political profit 
will exhale their putrefaction for all to smell in 
the free air. 

Answering A. T. of Los Angeles, I say: “No! 
It can not happen here as long as free .speech 
and free press stand guard to let light and fresh 
air in whenever disease-bearing insects attack the 


body of democracy.”

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Lithuanian Jews 
Settled in Siberia

LONDON-— Several thousand 


Lithuanian Jews who were evacu- 
ated by Soviet authorities prior to 
the German invacion of. their coun- 
try have been settled on farms in 
Soviet Mongolia and Eastern Si- 
beria, according to reliable infor- 
mation received here. 


The evacuation of the Jews in 
Lithuania was started a week be- 
fore the actual invasion. Although 
it is not known what principles 
governed the Soviet authorities in 
selecting the evacuees, it has been 
established that many non-Commu- 
nists, former traders and religous 
Jews were among them. The Soviet 
officials did everything to provide 
the Jewish refugees with the ne- 
cessities of life, the report states.

Army Life Described 
To the Editor, 

Before writing anything about 
army life, I want to thank you 
for sending me The Jewish Post 
since my first letter several weeks 
ago. Also, expressing my heartiest 
-reetings for 5702 to each and every 
one of my Indiana friends, late 
though it may be. 




















Tomorrow I shall attend the Yom 
Kippur services at the Alexandria 
(La.) synagogue. On September 22, 
[ spent the day in this same syna- 
gogue, which had a record atten- 
dance of civilians and soldiers en- 
joying the fine service and the in- 
teresting sermon of the well-known 
Dr. Heller. After the Rosh Has- 
honoh observance, the various Alex- 
andria Jews invited soldiers for din- 
ner. Incidentally, I have already 
been invited for the Yom Kippur 
aftermeal, also. 


With the maneuvers over in this 
State our company has been quite 
inactive. Consequently, I shall re- 
late instead of the routine of this 
company, the various opinions of 
soldiers about various army details. 
For ome thing, those who eat in the 
mess hall day in and day out, find 
that the food is healthful and that 
those who eat elsewhere occasion 
ally do not fare so well at times. 
The menus are arranged for month- 
ly periods, being prepared by diet 
experts, and the food is of a fine 
rrade. 


Regarding eare for the sick and 
injured, my own knowledge would 
recommend improvement. Although 
some of the most modern equipment 
make army hospitals have excep- 
tionally fine capability, patients are 
not allowed to receive the best 
available attention, except in very 
serious cases. Mind you, however, 
that all camp dispensaries, infirm- 
aries and hospitals are performing 
their duties quite well under certain 
conditions—some officer doctors are 
naturally better than others. 


The fact that many selectees are 
profiting physically, socially, and 
»sychologically since their induction 
can be noticed in many cases. There 
are those who had office jobs which 
prevented their mingling with peo- 
ple—in the army they have learned 
to do so. There are those who were 
weak and had low resistance to dis- 
ease of even mild nature—in the 
army their resistance has _ been 
greatly strengthened. There are 
those who had only pessimism in 
their minds and who have de- 
veloped optimism while serving for 
these wonderful United States, Al- 
so, learning to live with men of 
different financial standing (in 
civilian life) of different religions, 
of different intellectual status is in- 
deed something worth while. I am 
not recommending army life, but 





merely stating my opinions affected 
by observations. 

Well, I shall now draw to a close 
this conglomeration of thoughts by 
stating that I hope I may be able 
to see most of my friends while on 
my ten-day furlough beginning on 
Oct. 9. To any friends I may fail 
to see, kindly let it be known that 
they are not purposely neglected. 

Should I be able to visit you, I 
shall do so.

The Editor’s Chair, 


I write about it now in a philo- 
sophic mood, but let me tell you 
that I have never been so upset or 
so aroused. It happened at the 
Clearwater (Fla.) Country Club, 
which I understand is a municipal 
course. 

We (my wife and I) drove up to 
the entrance of the clubhouse, and 
the manager greeted us with 
friendly gesture. To his question, 
did I want to play (he must have 
seen my Indiana license), I said 
“yes, both of us,’”’ and he called for 
the caddies. I went back to the 
car, gave the bags to the caddies, 
and changed to my golf shoes. It 
was then that it happened. I went 
in to register, and the manager 
followed behind. And there it was 
in full view, right above the coun- 
ter. “Only Gentiles will be allowed 
to play after .. .”. I didn’t read 
farther, or else I was too disturbed 
to read on. I turned on my heels, 
and then to the manager, who ac- 
tually had been very friendly, said 
only: “I am not allowed to play 
here.” Those were my exact words. 
The manager said sincerely, “I’m 
sorry.” 

I went ont out to the car and 
whistling to the caddy to bring my 
clubs back from the first tee, I 
slowly and deliberately changed to 
my street shoes and drove off. 

We went back into town and + 
inquiring learned that there w 
courses at Dunedin and Tarpon 
Springs. The Dunedin incident was 
simple. As one walked toward the 
clubhouse, there was a cute little 
sign on the lawn, “GENTILES 
ONLY.” 

I remember when Mr. Hyman re- 
turned from Michigan last year 
and told me how after the family 
had already registered and gone to 
their room, they were told on com- 
ing down to the dining room, that 
the management had made a mis- 
take and that their room had al- 
ready been reserved. Mr. Hyman, 
irate and hurt, called their bluff 
and left. 

That was somebody else, not me, 
and anyway I had heard of any 
number of such instances. But this 
was the first time I had ever gone 
through the experience. 

To tell the truth, I was for doing 
something. I wanted action. If the 
Clearwater course was a municipal 
one then the indication was that the 

policy was also approved by the 
city. I felt that Jews should be so 
advised, in order that they might 
avoid a community in which thev 
were unwelcome. Avoid the beach,

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A Change in the System of Electing 


[X ANOTHER section of this paper, The Post 

reprints from its issues of last October and 
November a running discussion of the manage- 
ment of the Indiana-Kentucky State Associatior 
of B’nai B’rith centering around the paper read 
by David Rubin of Terre Haute at the 1940 con- 
vention of the Association in that city. The Post 
reprints the material with one end in view—to 
bring before the B’nai B’rith lodges of Indiana, 
prior to the convention set for Sunday, October 
19, in South Bend, the same issue. Mr. Rubin 
suggested that a change be made in the consti- 
tution to alter the automatic succession from 
third vice-president on up to the presidency so 
that fitness for the highest office can be de- 
termined after the candidate has shown his ability 
in the lower offices, instead of as under the 
present arrangement where the man elected the 
third vice-president becomes president three years 
later almost regardless of the ability or lack of 
ability he has shown in these years. 

The Post’s interest is in this matter of auto- 
matic succession and in the present manner of 
nominating. To regular readers of The Post, 
this is an old story. The Post argues for an 
election, not just a blank confirmation of the re- 
port of the nominating committee. This election 
can be guaranteed by the nomination of two tic- 
kets, which will be a spur also to nominations 
from the floor, the elimination of a nominating 
committee altogether, which would leave no alter 
native but nominations from the floor, or any 
number of alternatives, all leading to a return 
of management of the State Association to the 
lodges as The Post has said time and again, from 
the hands of certain cliques whose hold on the 
Association has come to be an almost hallowed 
thing, thus tending, unwittingly, to be sure to 


suffocate growth of the Association into activity 
which will make it alert to the leadership in State 
Jewish affairs of all kinds, which by reason of its 
state-wide membership and strength it should 
assume, but which as of to date it has not as- 
sumed for this and other reasons. 


The Post does not intend to infer any slighting 
of the splendid work of the present ruling hier- 
archy of the State Association, nor does it have 
in mind tearing down or criticising merely for 
the sake of exercising its editorial prerogative, 
but it does point out that Mr. Rubin’s paper was 
just a symptom of the discontent in the general 
membership against the present system, and the 
desire and need for a change. That one lodge 
last year even threatened, unwisely The Post be- 
lieves, to drop out of the State Association because 
its will in the management of the State Associa- 
tion was not only ignored, but not even given a 
chance for expression, is a symptom of the same 
rebellion, which should not continue to be ignored. 

Criticism is strictly healthy if given in the 
right spirit; lack of criticism can be the real 
danger signal. But The Post will apologize no 
farther.

His Simplicity Cannot Be Over-Emphasized 


N° EULOGY of former Supreme Court Justice 

Louis D. Brandeis, whose death is being 
mourned by a grateful nation, can possibly ex- 
press the utter simplicity of Louis D. Brandeis, 
the man. With the world ready to bestow upon 
him the choicest gifts in its treasury, Mr. Bran- 
deis eschewed them all for a career of service 
to man. He was remarkable in that he sought 
nothing in return except the potentiality of 
continued work for the betterment of his fellow 
human being, and the millenium which he strived 
in his own small way to bring about may make 
it a sign of this age that a leader such as he, 
who could have existed in luxury, was praised so 
highly because he prefered to live like the veriest 
working man, was lauded when he gaves up all 


luxuries, not because he was unable to afford them, 
but because they were not his way of life. 
Such a man is refreshing in the 20th century, 


as he would have been in any century. That 
Louis D. Brandeis was able to live as he did, to 
accomplish what he did, to espouse the causes 
that he did, and still gathe for himself the ac- 
claim of all sections of the population as he did, is 
the story in one sentence. 


Still Mr. Brandeis’ passion for simplicity war- 
rants repetition. He was as simple in his living, 
as he was in his beliefs. He stood for the 
rights of the common people, the oppressed; he 
espoused the cause of the Jewish people, the 
oppressed. 
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Current Comment 


Brandeis Compares Palestine to Southern Cali- 
fornia in Speech Delivered in 1929.—The road to 
a Jewish Palestine is economic, and the oppor- 
tunity is open. I reached this conviction ten 
years ago when I became acquainted by my visit 
to Palestine with the country and the people, 
Arabs and Jews. Since that time, I have watched 
with deep interest the devolpment in Palestine 
and have had a very small part in them. The 
happenings during each of those ten years, in- 
cluding the present, have served to deepen my 
conviction. 

Those of you who have been to Palestine know 
that in character and climate Palestine resembles 
Southern California. It is a miniature of Southern 
California. Like California it has available water, 
water that has to be secured, as in California, by 
pumping and irrigation. But there is plenty of it 
there for all ordinary purposes if it is conserved 
and utilized. It was a surprise to me to find that 
the rainfall in Jerusalem was a little larger than 
the average rainfall in London. Until the recent 
attempts to conserve water most of it was wasted. 

So you have a country which in characteristics 
and in climate resembles what we have come to 
regard as the garden of America. But it differs 
from California in one extraordinary particular 
and differs very much. Whereas everything in 
California which nature in its bounty has given, 
was until a few years ago preserved for man 
untouched, for 1,500 years and more abuse has 
done all that man could do to prevent Palestine

from being fruitful. But all the devastation is 
but a scratch upon the surface of Palestine. The 
trees were cut down ruthlessly, although the old 
Jewish law at every point taught the value of 
the tree. Under that old code, even in war, trees 
were not destroyed, because the tree is a friend, 
not an enemy. In those 1,500 years of abuse not 
only was the soil washed away by malaria in its 
wake was brought in. That is the difference, or 
was the difference, between Palestine and Southern 
California as a possible place for human en- 
deavor, for cultivation and development. But 
while so much was lost and the evil of malaria 
brought in, I found when I went to Palestine 
that in the long range of time which we have 
to consider man’s evil effort has only touched the 
surface. It was still possible, as the Jewish settle- 
ments demonstrated, that it could be a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey and with much besides. 
Wherever man has directed intelligent effort sup- 
plemented by science, the land began to bloom 
almost as a miracle. I know how I felt when I 
saw that. I felt convinced that all that was needed 
was men, means and intelligent effort. If Pales- 
tine affected me in that way, one who had lived 
most of his life largely apart from the Jewish 
people, I realized what it could do for others who 
have been close to Jewish life. I said to myself 
then: While 1,500 years had been devastating 
Palestine, 2,000 years have developed the greatest 


of natural resources,
